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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Brinton Yorks on 4/3/06. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 16, line 3, "are" has been deleted and -have a total area- has been inserted. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The subject matter of 
the independent claim could either not be found or was not suggested in the prior art. The 
subject matter not found was the method comprising coupling a patient to an AED via a pair of 
identical universal electrodes suitable for use upon both adults and children which have a total 
area smaller than conventional adult electrodes and larger than conventional pediatric electrodes 
for delivering the energy level produced by the AED to a patient, in combination with the other 
steps in the claim. As addressed on page 2 of the specification, by the declaration submitted on 
1/13/06, and well known in the art and ANSI/AAMI standards, defibrillation systems use one 
adult electrode of 50 of 75-100 cm 2 , with the total area of the pair of adult electrodes being 
greater than 150 cm 2 or one pediatric electrode of 15-45 cm 2 with a total area of the pair of 
pediatric electrodes being greater than 45 cm 2 . The prior art of Morgan '468 discloses the use of 
"adult" or "pediatric" electrodes, but does not state that they are identical, state the size of the 
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electrodes, or that the electrodes have a total area smaller than conventional adult electrodes and 
larger than conventional pediatric electrodes. 

It is noted that the declaration submitted on 1/13/06 has been considered.
